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Having reeeivGcl Bome lottors, 
aHkiiif? lis to (ixpliiiii wliy wo inndo 
Huc'.h and such a statement in tins 
JoURNAT. not lonp ago, we have 
depined it imrdonablo, — we do not 
use tlio usual ])limso liaving 
" wise," inHt(!»Kl of " jijirdonahlc," 
not being conof'i'cd (Mioiinh (a cer- 
tain (iattoring inlial)it(ini otMJothani 
to llui contrary) to tliink oursolvos 
wise, and also being doubtful (is to 
whether wise people enjoy theni-^ 
Helves — ignorance is said to bo 
bliss, you Unow well, have deem- 
ed it worth while, or rather pardon- 
able, to say a few words, or more 
than a few wor<lH, if time permits. 

In tho first place, if wo really iin- 
piossed others as hnish or painfully 
frank, in our aforementioned com- 
munication to the JoUKNAL, we 
duly and humbly apologize for onr 
conduct, bnt we always understood 
from our " little literary tyrant," 
the author of a well-known book 
on the poetry of Robert Hums— 
well, we understood from him, th.it 
a doso of harshness out of kindness 
was mor(* apt to help people to 
practice tho maxim, " Know Thy- 
self," that is, to know thomselves, 
and, therefore, to do more good fot 
tliem than even the sweetest (lat- 
tery (ioiild accomplish. Hesides, is 
it not the duty of a reporter to h<^lp 
people to know theuiBelves, regard- 
less of the methods used, or the 
results whi(;h may or may not en- 
sue ? 

Moreover, we <lo not seo wliat it 
has to do with us, or why we 
should be held r(>sponsibl<^ for (he 
irritation some readers cause them- 
selves by inteipieting a couple of 
statements to mean more than is 
really implied, or for believing too 
miioh o( what they read in the 
newspapers, which like everything 
else in this world of woe, have tlieir 
limiladons. We are iufdined to 
agree with some fellow-rei)()rters, 
that it is generally the readers' 
want of sulBeient self-control or the 
fault of a defective training, which- 
ever way yiui please to put it, if 
they delil)erat( ly misunderstand 
tho purpose and limitations of the 
newspaper, and (hus expose their 
morbid super -sensitiveness. 

Of course, one young woman 
went BO far as to drtringly say in 
print (hat sh«» and others objected 
to the fumes of rhcaj) tobacco, but 
such objecticms did not apply to 
more than three men, unless some 
readers' sensitiveness niislcMl them, 
in which case, wo venture to think, 
they fhowed themselves just what 
they are. That, of course, is cer- 
tainly much to be regretted, as 
some men take so much [)ride in 
concealing themselves "from cri- 
tical dissi'clion, from sharpened, 
sly inspection." All of which re- 
calls to mind the story of a certain 
man of the dashing, athletic;, coura- 
geous tyi)e, who did a ceitain maid- 
en lh(( honor of offering his love at 
lier feet, and i)lea<led that she be- 
come his wife. Sho thanked him 
for such an lionor — what woman 
would not Y Hut she was skeptical 
in one direction. Hho wanted to 
put his fidelity to a lest, before per- 
mitting herself to " be tied up to 
iiim for life." She held that she 
was entitled to miike such a test in 
view of tho fact that to marry him 
would moan that she would have to 
saeriflce so much, the best of which 
was what she termed her freedom. 
Well, unknown to tlio lovor, she 
assumed the part of a shrew, and 
inquired, in a way that betrayed

mon sense and fairness, cannot a 
well-meaning girl make similar 
statements herself?

Mr. Tvan Ileymanson is working 
in the city. !!(> met a deaf news- 
paper woman, who, as usual, in a 
business way, succeeded in getting 
"copy" out of him. She asked 
the young man for a copy of his 
photograph for inserdon in the 
daily |)ap(U', but the young man 
found it impossible (o grant such a 
request. The fullowing clipping is 
fiom the Milwaukee Siuiddi/ Sen- 
tinel. 

"Dkaf-Mute" Who Speaks FrvE Lan- 
guages. 

Ivan Ilevman.son, of Chicano, who was in 
the city during the past week on a business 
trip, is a deaf man educated liy the oral 
metliod to speak Ave lanKuaRes, and al- 
thouKli only twenty-two years of ajje he 
has traveled widelj" on two continents. 
His occupation is traveling for a Chicago 
/)ookbiii(tery through tho West. Heing a 
l)ookl)inder by trmie, he has a practical in- 
sight in the business which makes him a 
valuable man. 

Ouring his stay hero, Mr. Ileymanson, 
accompanied by Miss Ilvpatia Uoyd, visit- 
ed the School for the l)eaf, at Seventh and 
Prairie Streets. He conversed in the (Jer- 
maii language with Miss Wettstein, tho 
principal, and with the pupils, and his 
visit was appreciivted by the cliildren, who 
enjoying talking with him and asking 
(luestioiis. 

Mr. Ileymanson is an attractive looking 
young man, slender and of medium height, 
lie was smoking his after dinner cigar the 
other day when a Sintiiiil reporter called 
to see him. In the conversation that follow- 
ed he showed by his observations that he 
was a man of tfie world, educated and con- 
scious of having in a remarkable degree 
overcome the drawbacks that deaf-mutes 
labor under. The blessings of the oral 
method of instruction are also emphasir.ed. 

" I lost my hearing at the age of two 
years as the effect of an attsck of .scarlet 
fever," said he, " I am a native of Ijubeek, 
(irrnianv. I was- educated in the Sohool 
for the iVaf at Luheck ami in the seliool at 
Hamburg. Iw.isf.Hn- vcjiis in tho Ham- 
burg School ill! .IS ill the Hamtmrg 
High School. I he trade of l)ook- 
hinder at llaiiiitiii>; I liave traveled in 
Sweden, Norway, Kngland, Denmark, 
Switzerland. Italy, France, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and America. lam aoiiuaint- 
ed with the Swedish, Krcncli, Hebrew, 
(icrman and Knglish languages. German 
is my native langiinge ami (ierinauy my 
native country, iind I like them both tho 
best in tlie world, 

" I expect to nial:e Chicago mjf home, as 
it has good business op|iortunities. I en- 
joved my vi.stt to the Milwaiikeo deaf 
scho<d very much. Some of the children 
seemed iileo-sed to talk G<^rman with n\e. 
They asked me many questions. One of 
the "(Irst (luostions t^iey asked me was: 
'Can yon swim f* I told the little ques- 
tioner that I could, ond that gave him 
great satisfaction." 

Mr. Ileymanson wears a pair of sleeve- 
buttons oii one of which his father's face 
was photograplied and on other his 
mother's. lie lias visited many of the 
famous literarv points in (!ermanv, among 
them being the birthplace nnd^iauntsof 
Goethe and Schiller. -.W/dcmffcct' Siiitinil. 

It is exceedingly gratifying to 
note from the Assoriah'oti Rerieir 
that the (Irst school for the deaf 
in this country was slarled by a 
Scot, a Mr. J. Braiilwood, formerly 
of Kdinburgh. But it is also very 
painfnl to perceive that (he,, young 
man was ad<licte(i to the 'laiiirer- 
ous charms of Circe. However, 
(here is many a wholesome lesson 
of ircirning, of encouragement and 
inspiration, to be ivceived liy read- 
ing his biography in the rk/ht 
spirit. We would not ilai-e to 
judge Braidwood, else we would be 
reminded of the lines by Burns : • 

" O ye wha are siu' gnid yoursel, 

Sac pious and sue holy 
Ye've nought to do but mark and tell 

Your noibour's fauts and folly : 
Whoso life is like a weol-gaun mill, 

Supplied wi' store o' water, 
The huapet hap|irr's ebbing still 

And still the clap plays clatter." 

It is easy, for such " excessively 
good and rigidly righteous people," 
as Burns calls them, who do no- 
thing but live a life of comfort, 
with no inclinations or tastes, or 
distresses or temptations to lead 
them astray — it is very easy foi 
such people, we repeat, to abstain 
from vice, and oven crime. But 
supposing a change of cases, sup- 
jxising these persons, wlio do not 
know the want of fiwd or heart's 
ea.\'e^ were finally distressed and 
.sorely temi>ted, what would tliey 
piove them.selves to be? Pshaws 
they would prove themselves to be 
without mora} backbone., widunK 
any power of re.sistance. And i( 
oor(ainly is only by meedng and 
braving (cmpests and temptations, 
(ha( man devehips a strong char- 
acter, a firm power of resistance. 
Kesisl one temptation, and the next 
step is not quite so painfully full of 
(horns. Dete.'tt, hate, denounce sin 
and vice all you possibly can, but 
while you hate the sin, judge the 
sinner with mercy, and from tho 
bottom of your heart thank (iod, 
nol, 'like tho by4K)cri(e of old, 
" that vou are better than other 



men," but that you have not been 
compelletl to face temptations too 
trying, too fiery for your strength. 
If you see a drunkard staggering 
on tho street, say to yourself as did 
John Buiiyan of old, at such a 
dreadfirl sight, — "Theie goes John 
Bunyan, hut for the grace of Cod." 
Also remember the lines : 

" Then gently scan your brother man, 

Still gentler sister woman ; 
Tliongh they may gang a kennin' wrang, 

To step aside is human : 
One point must still be greatly dark, 

The moving ic/ii/ they do it : 
And just as lamely can ye mark 

How far perhaps they rue It, * 

What's done we partly may compute, 
Hut know not what s resisted. '^ 

So much and vastly iiioim? can one 
glean from some facts of Braid- 
W(U)d'8 life. 

We wonder how our other deaf 
friends have planned to spend the 
coming winter evenings. We have 
.secured Season tickets to a course 
of lectures by hearing people; we 
have joined a hearing Bible Class, 
which meets once a week at the 
homes of the members in turn; we 
also attend a deaf club, go to the 
theatre whenever a good pla.v is 
on, indulge in dancing on<'e in a 
while, invite our friends to dinner, 
are asked in turn to visit them, get 
up literary entertainments, read 
all we want to in our " den," have a 
romp with the children, go skating, 
sleigh-riding, and so forth. We 
had thought of joining a lawcla.ss 
of hearing folks, as we thought a 
further knowledge of law would 
help us greatly in managing real 
estate, and other affairs. But th(> 
class meets way over town in the 
evenings, so we gave it up owing to 
the distance. 

Befoi'O closing this " hop-scotch," 
" or hop, skip and jump," .sort of a 
letter, we mu.st not forget to say 
that Miss llypatia Boyd would be 
very much plertsed to receive 
sample copies of all the deaf papers 
published in the schools for the 
deaf throughout the world.

We 
are too forcibly reminded of the 
beam in our own eyes. We riical! a 
little [loem in our [irimerwhena 
woe lassie in the public scdiooN, — 
the book has long since pas.sed into 
the unknown, but somehow the 
poem "slick." 

".Suppose the world don't pteaHe you, 
Nor the w/iy Hom<? fmople do. 

Do you think the whole creation —

We think people living in large 
cities grow accustomed to looking 
out for nuniiu'r one, going alKMit as 
they do in crowded street-cars 
"flacked like dried heriings in a 
box," if you'll (!X(Misc the simile, 
jostled and elbowed on the crowded 
streets just like so many wild beasts.

The Jones' divorce case seems to 
to get irroTO than its share of news- 
paper notoriet3'. The Record clip- 
ping of the case which was reprint- 
ed in the last Journal, was not 
sent by us, as some of our friends 
have been led to believe, and we 
wouhl rrever have sent it in that 
form, for there is more than we can 
believe in it. Other's tell us the 
same. Both parties in the ease are 
svell-known deaf-mutes here and tho 
general opinion is that both have 
erred. The application for the 
divorce is not luing defended by 
the husband and he does not even 
attend court. The lawyer who i-e- 
pivsents hiirr simply looks after his 
legal rights. The sensationalism 
wltich is being ptrt into the case is 
deplorable. The newspapers have 
even gone so far as to give illu.stra- 
ti(;ns with reports of the case. 
Signs of witnesses have been kodak- 
ed and reproduced in half-tone, and 
all this and mote because the prin- 
cipals and witnesses in the case are 
deaf-mutes, if it were othewise 
and the parties to the divorce wero 
not rich, the papers would regard 
their space too valuable to give 
mote than a short notice of the 
case. 

The result of this case has long 
been anticipated, and, when it is 
finally settled, we shall breathe a 
Hieat sigh of relief.

charge. In the light of our own 
experience, we have found that 
neither the deaf nor the semi- 
deaf will be insured by the New 
York Mutual Life without an extra 
chaigeof $5.00 per $1000 insumnce. 
Early last September we called at 
the local oflice of the New York 
Mutual Life and inquired of there 
was any extra charge in prt>miums 
for d(»afness. The manager of th(> 
city department expres8e<l the 
opitiion that there was none, but 
thought it l>est to refer the question 
to the home office before proceeding 
with the medical examination. In 
due tirrre we were told that there 
was no extr.'V charge for deafness, 
and later received our policy. To 
otrrsurprise, liowever, we fouiul that 
the extra charge for deafness had 
been added subsequently and con- 
trary to the original understanding 
with the company. We refused to 
pay tho extra charge for deafness, 
especially since our deafne.«is is only 
partial. As tho home oftice positive- 
ly refused to eliminate the extra 
charge for deafness, and as we 
positively refuse<l to pay the extra 
charg«> in view of the citxMimstances 
tintlcr which it htid been made, we 
returned our policy and received 
our money back. 

We have taken out two policies 
in the Equitable Life, and in both 
instances were told in advance that 
there was an extra charge for deaf- 
ness which condition was fully un- 
derstood aird mi't. We also have 
taken out one policy in the Now York 
Life, and was told that arr account 
of deafness we would be restricted 
to the Endowment form of jHrlicy,
